CLAIMS 
[Claim(s)] 

[Claim 1] The digital still camera with a secret function characterized by performing secret-ized processing about the 
image which photoed the photoed image only according to indispensable actuation in the digital still camera with a 
secret function in which the secret-ized processing it is made not to show to others is possible to photography. 
[Claim 2] The digital still camera with a secret function according to claim 1 characterized by displaying a 
predetermined color on the image which performed secret-ized processing among the images by which are equipped 
with an image display means to perform the thumbnail display of an image [ finishing / photography ], and it is 
indicated by the thumbnail with said image display means in piles. 

[Claim 3] The digital still camera with a secret function according to claim 1 characterized by not being visible and 
carrying out the image which performed secret processing by having an image display means to perform the thumbnail 
display of an image [ finishing / photography ], and masking and displaying the image which performed secret-ized 
processing among the images by which it is indicated by the thumbnail with said image display means. 
[Claim 4] It is the digital still camera with a secret function according to claim 1 characterized by masking and 
displaying the image with which said secret processing was performed at the time of the one-affair display which it has 
an image display means to perform the thumbnail display of an image [ finishing / photography ], and said image 
display means can also display the image with which said secret processing was performed at the time of a thumbnail 
display, and displays only an image [ finishing / photography of 1 ]. 

[Claim 5] In the digital still camera with a secret function in which secret-ized processing in which it is made not to 
show others the photoed image is possible The image selection means for choosing the image which performs secret- 
ized processing from images [ finishing / photography ], Have an image display means to display an image [ finishing / 
photography ], and it faces choosing the image which performs secret-ized processing using said image selection 
means. The digital still camera with a secret function characterized by performing only the thumbnail display of an 
image [ finishing / photography ], without performing the one-affair display of the image chosen as said image display 
means by said image selection means. 

[Claim 6] In the digital still camera with a secret function in which secret-ized processing in which it is made not to 
show others the photoed image is possible The image selection means for choosing the image which cancels secret-ized 
processing out of an image [ finishing / photography ], Have an image display means to display an image [ finishing / 
photography ], and it faces choosing the image of which secret-ized processing is canceled using said image selection 
means. The digital still camera with a secret function characterized by performing only the thumbnail display of an 
image [ finishing / photography ], without performing the one-affair display of the image chosen as said image display 
means by said image selection means. 

[Claim 7] The digital still camera with a secret function according to claim 5 or 6 characterized by making it hard to be 
visible in the image chosen by displaying a predetermined color on the image chosen by said image selection means 
among the images displayed by said thumbnail display in piles. 

[Claim 8] The digital still camera with a secret function according to claim 5 or 6 characterized by not being visible and 
carrying out the image chosen by masking and displaying the image chosen by said image selection means among the 
images displayed by said thumbnail display. 

[Claim 9] By preventing from seeing the image photoed unless the same password as the password registered 
beforehand was entered Secret-ized processing in which it is made not to show others said photoed image is possible. . 
Have the image write-in means which writes the photoed image in the record medium with which it was equipped, and 
it sets for said every record medium to a digital still camera with a secret function only with the usable password of 1 . 
The digital still camera with a secret function characterized by preventing from registering a password when said write- 
in means is not equipped with said record medium. 

[Claim 10] By preventing from seeing the image photoed unless the same password as the password registered 
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beforehand was-entered Secret-ized processing in which it is made not to show others said photoed image is possible. 
Have the image write-in means which writes the photoed image in the record medium with which it was equipped, and 
it sets for said every record medium to a digital still camera with a secret function only with the usable password of 1. 
The digital still camera with a secret function characterized by making it warn on the occasion of registration actuation 
of a password when said write-in means is not equipped with said record medium.

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DETAILED DESCRIPTION 



[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 

[Field of the Invention] This invention relates to the digital still camera equipped with the so-called secret function 

others take care not to see in the photoed image. 

[0002] 

[Description of the Prior Art] In the information personal digital assistant equipped with a camera function, an image 
[ finishing / photography ] is secret-ized and what carried the function to prevent from regarding an image as not 
entering the password registered beforehand is known. With such equipment, itis [ secret-] made toize a desired image 
by touching a predetermined secret key with the pen of dedication etc., after displaying an image to secret-ize out of an 
image [ finishing / photography ] with the one-affair display screen (screen which displays only the image on the whole 
screen frame). Such an activity is repeated to secret-ize two or more images. 

[0003] In using a card as a record medium of the photoed image, the above-mentioned password registered also to the 
image recorded on a card becomes effective, and it enables it to be secret-ized also about the image recorded on the 
card. 
[0004] 

[Problem(s) to be Solved by the Invention] However, by the conventional approach, since it is necessary to perform 
actuation for secret-izing for every image after calling a record image anew after photography, actuation becomes 
complicated and there is also a possibility that an image may be looked at by others from photography before secret- 
izing. Moreover, the actuation for secret-izing is required, and to secret-ize, it faces choosing an image secret-izing and 
it is necessary as conventional equipment to surely express the image. Since the image to secret-ize with above- 
mentioned equipment especially is displayed with the one-affair display screen, there is a possibility that the displayed 
image may be looked at by others during actuation. 

[0005] The purpose of this invention is for others not to have a possibility that an image to secret-ize can be seen, or 

provide them with a digital still camera with little the fear. 

[0006] 

[Means for Solving the Problem] If it matches and explains to drawing 1 which shows the gestalt of 1 operation, 
drawing 2 , and drawing 6 , invention according to claim 1 will be applied to the digital still camera with a secret 
function in which secret-ized processing in which it is made not to show others the photoed image is possible. And 
when it has the mode means for switching 2 which switches secret mode and non-secret mode and secret mode is 
chosen by the mode means for switching 2, the above-mentioned purpose is attained by being made to perform secret- 
ized processing to photography about the image photoed only according to indispensable actuation. In a digital still 
camera with a secret function according to claim 1, invention according to claim 2 is equipped with an image display 
means 5 to perform the thumbnail display of an image [ finishing / photography ], and displays a predetermined color 
on the image which performed secret-ized processing among the images by which it is indicated by the thumbnail with 
the image display means 5 in piles. By having an image display means 5 to perform the thumbnail display of an image 
[ finishing / photography ], in a digital still camera with a secret function according to claim 1, and masking and 
displaying the image which performed secret-ized processing among the images by which it is indicated by the 
thumbnail with the image display means 5, invention according to claim 3 is not visible, and carries out the image 
which performed secret processing. Invention according to claim 4 is equipped with an image display means 5 to 
perform the thumbnail display of an image [ finishing / photography ], in a digital still camera with a secret function 
according to claim 1, and the image-display means 5 can also display the image with which secret processing was 
performed at the time of a thumbnail display, and masks and displays the image with which secret processing was 
performed at the time of the one-affair display which displays only an image [ finishing / photography of 1 ]. Invention 
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according to claim 5 is applied to the digital still camera with a secret function in which secret-ized processing in which 
it is made not to show others the photoed image is possible. And the image selection means for choosing the image 
which performs secret-ized processing from images [ finishing / photography ], Have an image display means 5 to 
display an image [ finishing / photography ], and it faces choosing the image which performs secret-ized processing 
using the image selection means 5. The above-mentioned purpose is attained by having been made to perform only the 
thumbnail display of an image [ finishing / photography ], without performing the one-affair display of the image 
chosen as the image display means 5 by the image selection means. Invention according to claim 6 is applied to the 
digital still camera with a secret function in which secret-ized processing in which it is made not to show others the 
photoed image is possible. And the image selection means for choosing the image which cancels secret-ized processing 
out of an image [ finishing / photography ], Have an image display means 5 to display an image [ finishing / 
photography ], and it faces choosing the image of which secret-ized processing is canceled using an image selection 
means. The above-mentioned purpose is attained by having been made to perform only the thumbnail display of an 
image [ finishing / photography ], without performing the one-affair display of the image chosen as the image display 
means 5 by the image selection means. Invention according to claim 7 makes it hard to be visible in the image 1 1 
chosen by displaying a predetermined color on the image 1 1 chosen by the image selection means among the images 
displayed by the thumbnail display in the digital still camera with a secret function according to claim 5 or 6 in piles. In 
a digital still camera with a secret function according to claim 5 or 6, by masking and displaying the image 10 chosen 
by the image selection means among the images displayed by the thumbnail display, invention according to claim 8 is 
not visible, and carries out the selected image 10. Invention according to claim 9 by preventing from seeing the image 
photoed unless the same password as the password registered beforehand was entered Secret-ized processing in which 
it is made not to show others the photoed image is possible. Record-medium 8 A with which it was equipped is 
equipped with the image write-in means 8 which writes in the photoed image, and only the password of 1 is applied to 
it at an usable digital still camera with a secret function at every record-medium 8 A. And when the write-in means 8 is 
not equipped with record-medium 8 A, it prevents from registering a password. Invention according to claim 10 by 
preventing from seeing the image photoed unless the same password as the password registered beforehand was entered 
Secret-ized processing in which it is made not to show others the photoed image is possible. Record-medium 8A with 
which it was equipped is equipped with the image write-in means 8 which writes in the photoed image, and only the 
password of 1 is applied to it at an usable digital still camera with a secret function at every record-medium 8A. And 
when the write-in means 8 is not equipped with record-medium 8 A, it is made to warn on the occasion of registration 
actuation of a password. 

[0007] In addition, although drawing of the gestalt of implementation of invention was used by the term of above- 
mentioned The means for solving a technical problem explaining the configuration of this invention in order to make 
this invention intelligible, thereby, this invention is not limited to the gestalt of operation. 
[0008] 

[Embodiment of the Invention] Hereafter, the gestalt of 1 operation of the digital still camera with a secret function by 
this invention is explained using drawing 1 - drawing 7 . 

[0009] In drawing 1 , while 1 performs sequence control of a camera, the CC section which performs an image 
processing to a photography image and performs secret-ized processing later mentioned further about a photography 
image, and 2 are mode selection switches which make change-over selection of secret mode and the non-secret mode. 
About secret mode, it mentions later. The control unit operated in case, as for 3, an operator directs various actuation of 
a camera, the photography control section by which 4 controls each part of a camera at the time of photography, and 5 
are monitors which display the photoed image. The image photoed by the one-affair display which displays the image 
of the piece of 1 on the whole display screen, and the thumbnail display which indicates two or more photoed images 
by list is displayed on a monitor 5. The image pick-up section which 6 is equipped with image sensors (un-illustrating), 
such as CCD, and changes the photoed photographic subject image into an electrical signal, and 8 are a record-medium 
applied part for reading an image from record-medium 8 A while recording the image which it was equipped with 
record-medium 8A, such as a record card, and was photoed on record-medium 8A. 

[0010] As shown in drawing 1 , the mode selection switch 2, a control unit 3, the photography control section 4, a 
monitor 5, the image pick-up section 6, and the record-medium applied part 8 are connected with the CC section 1, 
respectively. 

[001 1] It consists of gestalten of this operation so that secret-ized processing can be performed about the image of the 
photoed arbitration. About the photography image which carried out secret-ized processing, the information on the 
secret-ization-processed purport is related with the photography image, and is memorized by the memory (un- 
illustrating) of the CC section 1. Moreover, the information is recorded also on record-medium 8 A. Unless an operator 
enters the password beforehand registered about the image which performed secret-ized processing, the image is not 
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displayed and the image is not recorded on record-medium 8 A. Moreover, by recording the password registered into 
record-medium 8A, unless the password registered after being recorded on record-medium 8 A is entered, it is 
constituted so that the image which passed through secret-ized processing may not be read with a personal computer 
etc. 

[0012] With the gestalt of this operation, secret-ized processing can be canceled for every photography image. In 
discharge of secret-ized processing, the information on the secret-ization-processed purport which is memorized by the 
memory of the CC section 1 is eliminated. 

[0013] Drawing 2 shows a monitor 5 the thumbnail display image which reduces two or more photography images and 
indicates by list, and a thumbnail indication of the image which is not secret-ization-processed was given at the 
original viewing area list on display, and the secret-ization-processed image masked the original viewing area 10 in 
blue etc., and has erased the image completely, thus - even if having not done what only the image which is not secret- 
-ization-processed is packed and is displayed without a clearance, but having masked the viewing area 10 of the secret- 
-izatiori-processed image does not call specially the image which secret-ization-processed when whether it is the piece 
which the secret-ization-processed image photoed at which time enabled it to grasp visually - a photography person - 
it is because he can remember the contents of the image. Such a thumbnail display image is created by the image 
processing in the CC section 1 . 

[0014] With the camera of the gestalt of this operation, when the mode selection switch 2 turns on and the mode 
selection switch 2 turns [ secret mode ] off, non-secret mode is chosen, respectively. If a photograph is taken when 
secret mode is chosen and the password is already registered, secret-ized processing will be automatically performed 
about the photoed image. In this case, the actuation for performing secret-ized processing after photography is not 
required at all. On the other hand, when non-secret mode is chosen, and when [ even if secret mode is chosen, ] the 
password is not registered, it does not carry out performing secret-ized processing automatically about the photoed 
image. However, about the image photoed under non-secret mode, it is possible to perform secret-ized processing by 
actuation after photography. Moreover, even if it is the case where registration of a password is not carried out at the 
time of photography, a password can be registered after photography, and if it is after registration of a password, secret- 
ized processing can be performed about a required image. 

[0015] Next, actuation of the camera of the gestalt of this operation is explained. Drawing 3 is a flow chart which 
shows the actuation at the time of photography of the camera of the gestalt of this operation, and when the release 
carbon button (un-illustrating) of a control unit 3 turns on, actuation starts it. At step SI of drawing 3 , a photograph is 
taken and it progresses to step S2. At step S2, the CC section 1 performs image processings, such as picture 
compression, and it progresses to step S3 A. In step S3A, the condition of the mode selection switch 2 is read, if judged 
with the mode selection switch 2 turning on, it will progress to step S3B, and if judged with the mode selection switch 
2 turning off, it will progress to step S5. In step S3B, the existence of registration of a password is read, if judged with 
the password already being registered, it will progress to step S4, and if judged with the password not being registered, 
it will progress to step S5. In addition, the registered password is recorded on the memory of the CC section 1, and 
judges the existence of registration of a password by reading the information on this memory in above-mentioned step 
S3B. 

[0016] In step S4, secret-ized processing is performed and it progresses to step S5. In secret-ized processing of step S4, 
while relating the information which shows the secret-ization-processed purport with a photography image and 
memorizing in the memory of the CC section 1, the file format of the photoed image is changed into the format only for 
secrets from the usual thing by processing in the CC section 1. At step S5, about the photography image secret-ization- 
processed by the usual format about the photography image which is not secret-ization-processed, an image file is 
recorded on record-medium 8A, respectively, and it progresses to step S6 by the format only for secrets. At step S6, 
photography of the following piece is prepared and a sequence is ended. 

[001 7] With the camera of the gestalt of this operation, the image file recorded in the format only for secrets is not 
displayed on a monitor 5 even in the one-affair display screen or the thumbnail display screen, unless the registered 
password is entered. Moreover, unless the registered password is entered, about the image recorded on record-medium 
8A in the format only for secrets, it cannot read with a personal computer etc. For example, about the image recorded in 
the format only for secrets, when a PC card is used as record-medium 8 A, even if it puts a PC card into a card throttle, 
since it is not a general-purpose format, an image cannot be read with a personal computer. Therefore, secret-ized 
processing will become effective also about the image recorded on the PC card. 

[0018] Drawing 4 shows the actuation which performs check of a secret image, and discharge of secret-ized processing. 
At step SI 1 of drawing 4 , the thumbnail display masked about the image secret-ization-processed as shown in 
drawing 2 is performed. Subsequently, the existence of the image secret-ization-processed at step S12 is judged, and if 
judged with there being no image which progressed to step S13 and was secret-ized when judged with there being a 
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secret-ization-processed image, it will progress to step SI 5. 

[0019] At step S13, the message which directs the input of a password on a monitor 5 to an operator is displayed, and it 
waits to enter a password, and progresses to step S14. The password entered in step S13 at step S14 is compared with 
the already registered password, if judged with both being in agreement, it will progress to step SI 5, and if judged with 
both not being in agreement, it will return to step SI 1 . 

[0020] At step SI 5, the message which directs the input of the piece which cancels secret-ized processing to an 
operator on a monitor 5 is displayed, and it waits to be inputted about a specific piece, and progresses to step SI 6. One 
image of a piece inputted in step S15 is expressed on a monitor 5 as step S16. At step S17, the message which asks a 
monitor 5 for a check about the propriety of discharge of secret-ized processing from an operator is displayed, and if 
progressing to step SI 8 and not canceling, if discharge is checked is checked, it will return to step SI 1. At step SI 8, 
secret-ized discharge is performed about the image of the piece chosen in step SI 5, and a sequence is ended. In secret- 
ized discharge of step SI 8, the file format of the photoed image is changed into the usual thing from the format only for 
secrets. 

[0021] Even if a right password is entered, he is trying to continue masking about the secret-ization-processed image 
with the gestalt of this operation, after indicating by the thumbnail (step SI 1), but when it is judged that the right 
password was entered, it may be made to perform a thumbnail display like [ image / which was secret-ization- 
processed ] other images. 

[0022] Drawing 5 shows the actuation in the case of performing secret-ized processing about a specific image after 
photography. At step S21 of drawing 5 , the thumbnail display masked about the image secret-ization-processed as 
shown in drawing 2 is performed. At step S22, it judges whether the password is already registered, if judged with the 
password being registered, it will progress to step S23, and if judged with the password not being registered, it will 
return to step S21. 

[0023] At step S23, the message which directs the input of a password on a monitor 5 to an operator is displayed, and it 
waits to enter a password, and progresses to step S24. The password registered at step S24 is compared with the 
password entered in step S23, if judged with both being in agreement, it will progress to step S25, and if judged with 
both not being in agreement, it will return to step S21 . At step S25, the display it is directed that inputs the piece which 
gives a monitor 5 secret-ized processing to an operator is performed, and it waits to be inputted about a specific piece, 
and progresses to step S26. At step S26, it masks about the image of the piece chosen in step S25 among the images by 
which it was indicated by the thumbnail. At step S27, secret-ized processing is performed about the image of the piece 
chosen in step S25, and a sequence is ended. 

[0024] He is trying to make the image which faces performing secret-ized processing after photography, and does not 
perform an one-affair display, but performs only a thumbnail display, and is set as the object of secret-ized processing 
choose with the camera of the gestalt of this operation. For this reason, since the image which performs secret-ized 
processing compared with the case where an one-affair display is performed is displayed small, in case secret-ized 
processing is performed, that image becomes not easily recognized by others. Moreover, if the piece which performs 
secret-ized processing is chosen, since the image of the piece will be masked just behind that, a possibility that the 
image may be looked at by others after that disappears. The contents of the image may be made hard to recognize by 
putting colors, such as blue, on the viewing area 1 1 corresponding to the selected image instead of masking the image 
of the selected piece, as shown in drawing 6 . A photography image may be displayed as it is, without masking or 
performing the display which piles up a predetermined color to the secret-ization-processed image, on the occasion of 
a thumbnail display. In this case, if the mark which shows the secret-ization-processed photography image is repeated 
in a photography image, it can recognize having performed secret-ized processing. 

[0025] In addition, although one image of the piece to which secret-ized processing was directed is expressed on the 
monitor 5 as step SI 6, it faces canceling secret-ized processing, and an one-affair display is not performed, but it may 
be made to perform only a thumbnail display. When it thinks over that an operator wants to maintain secret-ized 
processing as it is by being made not to perform an one-affair display, a possibility that others may look at the image of 
the piece decreases. Also about the thumbnail display in this case, the same method of presentation as the time of 
secret-ized processing is employable. 

[0026] Drawing 7 shows the actuation at the time of registering a password. In addition, in drawing 7 , it illustrates 
about the case where record cards, such as a PC card, are used as record-medium 8A. At step S3 1 of drawing 7 , it 
judges whether the record-medium applied part 8 is loaded with the record card, if judged with being loaded with the 
record card, it will progress to step S32, and if judged with not being loaded with the record card, it will progress to 
step S33. At step S32, it judges whether the password is already recorded on the record card, if judged with the 
password being recorded, it will progress to step S33, and if judged with the password not being recorded, it will 
progress to step S34. At step S3 3, warning is emitted and a sequence is ended. 
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[0027] At step S34, the message which directs the input of the password which should be registered into a monitor 5 to 
an operator is displayed, and it waits to enter a password, and progresses to step S35. At step S35, the entered password 
is registered and a sequence is ended. With the gestalt of this operation, it enables it to use only one password to one 
record card, and the password is recorded on the body of a camera, and each record card in step S3 5. 
[0028] Thus, when not loaded with the record card, and when the password is already recorded on the record card, he is 
trying not to register a password with the camera of the gestalt of this operation. For this reason, the accident by the 
password not being recorded on a record card or the password recorded on the body of a camera and the password 
recorded on the record card not being in agreement can be prevented beforehand. 

[0029] Since a password will be recorded on a record card at the time of registration supposing it accepts registration of 
the password in the condition of not loading with a record card, the image which should be carried out [ secret ]-izing 
to the record card with which the password with which it was loaded later is not recorded will be recorded, and it may 
become impossible for example, to attain secret-ization of the image after recording on a card. Supposing it accepts 
registration of the password in the condition of having loaded with the record card with which another password was 
already recorded, it may become impossible moreover, for the image with which the password recorded on the body of 
a camera about the same image and the password recorded on the record card were not in agreement with an image, 
was secret-ized, and was recorded on the record card, for example to read afterwards with a camera. Such accident can 
be prevented with the camera of the gestalt of this operation. 

[0030] With the gestalt of this operation, only when secret mode is chosen by the mode selection switch 2, it is made to 
perform secret-ized processing automatically about the photoed image, the mode selection switch 2 is omitted, and 
when the password is registered, it may be made to perform secret-ized processing automatically about all photography 
images. Moreover, when the release carbon button which should be operated, for example when it desires secret-ized 
processing, and the release carbon button which should be operated when it does not desire secret-ized processing were 
prepared, the former release carbon button was operated, the password was registered, secret-ized processing is 
performed automatically and the latter release carbon button is operated, it may not be made not to perform secret-ized 
processing. 

[0031] In the gestalt of this operation, a monitor 5 corresponds to an image display means, and the record-medium 
applied part 8 corresponds to an image write-in means, respectively. "Registration actuation of a password" of claim 10 
is a concept including the actuation forjudging the propriety of the password registration performed by facing 
registering a password. 
[0032] 

[Effect of the Invention] In invention according to claim 1, since it was made to perform secret-ized processing to 
photography about the photoed image only according to indispensable actuation, there is no possibility that an image 
may be looked at by others, and the complicated actuation for secret-izing becomes unnecessary. In invention 
according to claim 2, since a predetermined color is displayed on the image which performed secret-ized processing 
among the images by which it is indicated by the thumbnail with an image display means in piles, a possibility that the 
image secret-ized to others can be seen decreases. Since it is not visible and the image which performed secret 
processing by masking and displaying the image which performed secret-ized processing among the images by which it 
is indicated by the thumbnail with an image display means in invention according to claim 3 is carried out, a possibility 
that the image secret-ized to others can be seen disappears. Since an image display means masks and displays the image 
with which secret processing was performed at the time of the one-affair display which displays only an image 
[ finishing / can also display the image with which secret processing was performed at the time of a thumbnail display, 
and 7 photography of 1 / in invention according to claim 4 ], its a possibility that the image secret-ized to others can be 
seen decreases. It faces choosing the image which performs secret-ized processing using an image selection means in 
invention according to claim 5, and since it was made to perform only the thumbnail display of an image [ finishing / 
photography ], without performing the one affair display of the image chosen as an image display means by the image 
selection means, a possibility that the image set to others as the object of secret-ized processing on the occasion of 
secret-ized processing may be seen decreases. It faces choosing the image of which secret-ized processing is canceled 
using an image selection means in invention according to claim 6, and since it was made to perform only the thumbnail 
display of an image [ finishing / photography ], without performing the one-affair display of the image chosen as an 
image display means by the image selection means, a possibility that the image which should be secret-ization- 
processed on the occasion of discharge of secret-ized processing may be seen decreases. Since invention according to 
claim 7 displays a predetermined color on the image chosen by the image selection means among the images displayed 
by the thumbnail display in piles, its a possibility that others may look at the selected image decreases further. Since 
invention according to claim 8 masks and displays the image chosen by the image selection means among the images 
displayed by the thumbnail display, its a possibility that others may look at the selected image decreases further. Since 
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invention according to claim 9 prevented from registering a password when a write-in means was not equipped with the 
record medium, it can prevent beforehand the accident by the password not being recorded on a record medium or the 
password recorded on the body of a camera and the password recorded on the record medium not being in agreement. 
Since it warned of invention according to claim 10 on the occasion of registration actuation of a password when a 
write-in means was not equipped with the record medium, it can prevent beforehand the accident by the password not 
being recorded on a record card or the password recorded on the body of a camera and the password recorded on the 
record card not being in agreement.
